It pre­ 
pared for talks with the anti-Com- 
munist insurgents on the future 
course of this Central American 
republic. 
Col. Carlos Castillo Armas’ rebel 
forces announced that a cease fire 
would remain in effect pending 
formal armistice negotiations. 
Former President Jacobo Arbenz

taken refuge in the Mexican em­ 
bassy here, along with Communist 
and leftwing leaders who had sup­ 
ported his regime. 
Col. Elfego Monzon. the leader 
of the new junta, called on all 
persons to surrender their arms or 
face severe punishment. Tile Ar­ 
benz government was said to have 
distributed arms to farmers and 
workees prior to his ouster on Sun­ 
day.

GOP Hopes 
For Compromise 
On Farm Plan 


Leaders W ant to Avert 
Party-Splitting Fight 
Over Ike’s Program 


W A SH IN G TO N (A*) — Republ­ 
ican House leaders cast about to­ 
day for an acceptable compromise 
to avert 
a 
party-splitting fight 
over the Eisenhower farm pro­ 
gram. 
As the House called up for de­ 
bate a bill to continue rigid high 
farm price supports another year, 
administration forces were claim­ 
ing victory but appeared willing 
to yield some ground to avoid a 
party schism in an election year. 
Speaker Martin (R-Mass.) ac­ 
knowledged 
to newsmen “ there 
has been talk of a compromise, 
but it hasn’t reached the point 
where you can make a prediction.” 
No voting was likely today. 
The hill the Agriculture commit­ 
tee recommended to the House 
was stripped of the President’s 
program of flexible price sup­ 
ports. Such supports, the admin­ 
istration argues, would tend to 
eliminate surpluses by lowering 
supports w-hen production is high, 
and to stimulate production by in­ 
creasing them when stocks are 
low. 


Backed by farm state members 
of both parties, the House, bill 
would continue through 1J55 the 
present level of supports on basic 
crops at 90 per cent of parity, 
The 
administration 
plan 
w'ould 
vary the support level between 75 
and 90 per cent. 
While the bill embodies many 
other provisions, the major fight 
shaped up over the price prop is­ 
sue. 


House leaders were known to be 
considering one compromise which 
would retain the 
flexible 
sup­ 
port provisions of the Eisenhower 
program w’hile fixing a floor be­ 
low which the support level could 
not drop. 
Certain to be an isue is the glut 
of surpluses now held by the gov­ 
ernment under Hie support pro­ 
gram-a total exceeding 6'^ bil­ 
lion dollars, and including more 
than a billion pounds of dairy 
products. 
While some city members com­ 
plained the government was stock­ 
piling surpluses were not excessive 
on the basic crops-cotton, wheat, 
corn, rice, peanuts and tobacco. 
Chairman Hope (R-Kan.) of the 
House Agriculture Committee said 
the decline in farm prices already 
had amounted to 13 per cent in 
the last two years. More, he de­ 
clared, would bankrupt farmers. 
“ While the bill brought out by 
the Agriculture Committee does 
not meet all the suggestions set 
forth in the President’s program, 
it does conform to the spirit of the 
recommendations of the President 
with respect to adiustibility, mod­ 
eration and greater farmer free­ 
dom in the operation of the farm 
program,” he said 
Ike Pleas Anew 
President 
Eisenhower 
pleaded 
anew today for congressional ap­ 
proval of his flexible farm crop 
price support program. He said 
that terrible defects in the present 
system of rigid, 90 per cent sup­ 
ports on basic crops are damaging 
the farmers and the country. 
The rigid support system, Eisen­ 
hower told his news conference, is 
causing excess production of foods 
which already are. in such great 
surplus that the government has 
no place to store them. 
If he could think of any way to 
be more persuasive than he al­ 
ready has tried to be on this issue, 
Eisenhower added, he would re­ 
new urgently his plea for a re­ 
vised farm program. But he said 
he had no plans for a last-minute 
appeal to the House.

Albert M. Sp raying Jr., of Cape | 
Girardeau, state senator from the 
27th district, delivered the main ad­ 
dress at the annual Scott-New Mad- 
rid-Mississippi Electric Co-Opera­ 
tive meeting Tuesday at the Arm ­ 
ory and he discussed three mea­ 
s u re s which will come up before 
the next session of the general as­ 
sembly in 
Jefferson 
City. 
They 
are: a maximum speed law, our 
school problem, and a traveling 
mental health clinic. 
Below is the text of Spradling’s 
speech: 
As State Senator of the 27th Dis-1 
trict of Missouri, I represent the 
three of the counties that are here 
today: Cape. Scott and Mississippi. 
In the general assembly, I have a 
vote that affects each and every 
one of you that is present here to­ 
day. This is a tremendous respons­ 
ibility, and one that I feel should be 
shared by you. In the next session 
of the general assembly there will 
be three measures to come before 
the legislatuue that is going to 
greatly affect your life, your fam ­ 
ily ’s life, and perhaps the future 
greatness of Missouri. 


The first of these is the growing 
death toll on our Highways. Last 
year 822 people were killed on our 
Missouri Highways and 11.234 were 
injured. This was a direct loss to 
the people of Missouri of millions 
of dollars. We are killing one per­ 
son every ll hours in Missouri and 
injuring one person every 48 min­ 
utes This is a greater death toll 
than from any disease prevalant 


in this county today. Incidentally, 
of the 15,352 accidents, 82 per cent 
of the automobiles had men d riv­ 
ers, 18 per cent women drivers. 
Now, arc you willing to help do 
something about this problem? 
Needs Cooperation 
Frankly, the Legislature needs 
the full cooperation of the people 
of the State. W e feel that we must 
do something about the problem 
and the Crim inal Law Revision 
Committee of which I am chair­ 
man expects to present to the 68th 
General Assembly a two-fold pro­ 
gram in 1955 to stop death and 
injuries on our highways. H ere’s 
how: 
I. W’e will propose a 65 mile an 
hour speed law for automobiles

NEW BOOKS: 
“SWEET THURSDAY,” by John 
Steinbeck 
In his last novel, “ East of Eden,” 
John Steinbeck portrayed as evil 
a woman as has ever appeared in 
American fiction. His novel leaves 
the area of black night and old 
sin for the sunnier slopes of his 
earlier “Tortilla Flat,” to deal 
with the simple folk of California, 
motivated by the excellent drivers 
of simple survival and honest feel­ 
ing for those around them. Just as 
“East of Eden” 
suffered 
from 
having too much pure evil, hardly 
compensated for by the too pure 
rancher, so does this new novel 
suffer from too much goodness. 
The situation revolves around 
Doc, with his marine laboratory, 
collecting specimens for selling to 
colleges, and a crowd of plain 
people who have an extraordinary 
softness toward Doc because 
he 
has befriended them all. 
There are the girls of a certain 
house called the Bear Flag, and 
especially one named Suzy. There 
are the men of the Palace Flop­ 
house, of no apparent occupation. 
There are the customers of a 
greasy restaurant called tho Gold­ 
en Poppy. There is a swarthy 
character named Joseph and Mary. 
All these are involved by Stein­ 
beck in a touching but at times 
quite unbelievable story, culminat­ 
ing in the departure of Suzy and 
Doc together. 
The narrative is diverting, often 
lively, often amusing, occasionally 
relying too much on whisky known 
as Old Tennis Shoes. There is a 
fantasy about a party at the pal­ 
ace Flophouse in which a dim wit­ 
ted character called Hazel is per­ 
suaded to appear as a 
Prince 
Charming, so named in his own 
words, in as unreal scene as mod­ 
ern fiction has produced. 
Other 
local 
characters 
are 
dressed as a witch, as a dwarf, 
as Cupid, and it is altogether just 
too cute and contrived to convince. 
This is an interim story in the 
author’s career, written with a 
heavy effort of lightness, full of 
fine things about the ocean and 
warm things about people and 
forced discoveries of innocence and 
good will among the humble. 
“THE ROYAL BOX,” BY Frances 
Parkinson Keyes. 
Frances Parkinson Keyes is one 
of the countrvs most popular story­ 
tellers. Like her “Dinner at An­ 
toine’s” this new novel is an absorb­ 
ing unraveling of a mustery of a 
murder, this time of an American 
diplomat in a London theater. Its 
hero is an imperturbable Scotland 
Yard inspector w’ho penetratingly 
unveils the secrets of 15 suspects. 
But, unlike “ Dinner at Antoine’s” 
its background is not an integral 
part of the plot. The long entre­ 
a t in London plays which made 
possible the serving of an elabo­ 
rate supper in the Royal Retiring 
room of the Royal Box offers a 
characteristically English meeting 
place for the suspects, but the tea 
and cocktail party preceding the 
show plays no less a part and the 
entire group might have met so­ 
cially in any international capi­ 
tal. 
“The Royal Box" is, it seems 
to this reader, more a m urder 
mystery than a novel in which the 
background plays a m ajor part in 
the plot or even motivates it. That 
Mrs. Keyes is a good storyteller 
she has proved many times and 
she has lost none of her cunning 
in 
holding 
reader’s 
interest 
in 
“The Royal Box.” As a invite ry 
writer she has all the skills of 
keeping the reader absorbed. The 
examination of suspects bv In­ 
spector Kirtland proceeds with fas­ 
cinating dexterity, calmness, and 
apparent good will on his part as 
one after another of them is made 
increasingly suspect.

Now in Full Blast 
As the heat mounts up the crop 
pests multiply and the Extension 
Service of the Department of Agri­ 
culture of Missodri is out with a 
warning 
that 
the 
grasshopper 
plague is on in full blast and farm­ 
ers have their choice of either 
spraying or moving out and turn­ 
ing the crops over to the hoppers. 
Heavy damage has already been 
done by the leaping insects and 
the department warns the hoppers 
will continue to damage crops all 
summer unless they die of old age 
or are sprayed to death 
Most pastures are reported heavi­ 
ly infested and should be promptly 
sprayed. 
However, 
farmers 
are 
warned not to turn cattle into 
pastures for at least two weeks 
after the pastures have been spray­ 
ed. All insecticides are poisonous 
and are dangerous to cattle if the 
latter arc allowed in to graze too 
quickly. 
Farmers arc also warned not to 
spray hay crops for at least two 
weeks before cutting — take the 
hay off and then spray is the ad­ 
vice.

By the tim e this article appears 
in the newspapers of Southeast 
Missouri the House will have pass­ 
ed “The Agricultural Act of 1954“ 
generally referred to as the Farm 
Bill, with which the House Com­ 
m ittee on 
Agriculture 
has con­ 
cerned itself for lo these m any 
months. The bill was reported fa­ 
vorably from the Com m ittee F ri­ 
day by a vote of 26-2. 
The m ain effect of the bill is 
to extend for only one y ear the 90 
per cent price support program , 
though it m akes other proposed 
changes in the law such as au­ 
thorizing a referendum vote by pro­ 
ducers on a “ two price” system 
for wheat; complies with the rec­ 
ommendation of the Secretary of 
Agriculture in providing for “ set- 
asides” of the products of some 
basic com mioditics: authorizes the 
President to reduce the surpluses 
through various types of program s; 
m akes two sm all changes in the 
present cotton law; tightens up the 
peanut program : approves the pro­ 
gram for wool recom m ended by the 
adm inistration which has already 
been passed by the Senate provid­ 
ing a direct subsidy to wool pro­ 
ducers to be paid for out of ta r­ 
iffs on imported wool; would raise 
supports of dairy products to 80 
per cent of parity in Septem ber 
and would authorize the use 
of 
direct paym ents in supporting milk, 
and would also m ake available to 
the Veterans Administration 
and 
the Armed Services surplus dairy 
products; brings corn program in 


line with present practices by re­ 
pealing m arketing quotas; author­ 
izes the Secretary to m ake a study 
of the two-price system as it would 
apply to rice; coordinates the ACP 
program with the diverted acres 
program ; authorizes more author­ 
ity for our agricultural attaches in 
foreign countries; and m akes other 
minor changes in the law. 
The Senate Committee has also 
approved by a vote of 8-7 a one- 
year extension of the 90 per cent 
price support program , and it ap­ 
pears that both the Senate and the 
House have a fair chance of pass­ 
ing the bills aproved by their re­ 
spective com m ittees. Despite the 
fact that Secretary Benson joined 
by Vice-President Nixon and other 
m em bers of the Adm inistration ap­ 
pear to be turning all their big 
guns against the proposed bill it 
is still my opinion (as of Saturday 
morning. June 26) that the bill will 
be passed much as it has been 
reported and that the President 
will sign the bill. I m ake this last 
prediction in view* of a statem ent 
m ade by one of the four ranking 
m em bers of the House Committee 
on Agriculture who had breakfast 
with the President several days 
ago when this bill was discussed, 
who said after the bill had been 
reported: “There is nothing in this 
bill which would cause me to pre­ 
dict that the President would veto 
this biU.” 
Some persons will naturally be 
confused over what is in this bill 
since the Com m ittee on the last 
day of consideration reversed some 
of its earlier actions. Most people 
will be less confused if they wait 
until the bill is finally passed be­ 
fore trying to figure out what will 
happen to their individual opera­ 
tions. Actually, the approval by 
Congress of this proposed legisla­ 
tion will have far less effect than 
the new interpretations which have 
been placed on the present law by 
Secretary Benson during the past 
week. 


The House Com m ittee on Foreign 
Affairs has recom m ended an au­ 
thorization for the $3 5 billion for­ 
eign aid requested by President 
Eisenhower, after defeating 16-5 a 
motion by Rep. Harrison (D-Va.) 
to elim inate the $800 million in the 
bill to help finance French fighting 


in Indo-China. Tile Committee is 
also recommending that $300 mil­ 
lion of the aid, economic and mili­ 
tary be in loans instead of giants; 
th at $500 million be in surplus 
crops instead of cash; that mili­

Of course 
this will be one 1955 Appropriation 
bill which will not have cleared 
both houses by July I; in fact 
the Senate has yet to approve the 
Foreign Aid program .

Senator Hennings’ 
Washington Report 


The question of the proper func­ 
tion of Congressional investigating 
committees and the protection of 
witnesses called before these com­ 
mittees has been a m atter of great 
concern to most thoughtful mem­ 
bers of the Congress for a long 
time. Notwithstanding the grave 
reservations which 
have 
arisen 
time and again over the years, pf) 
really sound procedures have been 
adopted by the Congress. 
Because I feel so strongly that 
such a code of procedure is es­ 
sential to assure tho effectiveness 
of legislative investigations and to 
protect the rights of individuals, I 
have sponsored a number of pro­ 
posals to this end. Senate resolu­ 
tion 256, which I introduced a 
month ago together with 18 other 
Senators, combines, in my judg­ 
ment. the best features of our 
several earlier proposals and in­ 
cludes, in addition, a strong en­ 
forcement section. Unless the Sen­ 
ate approves such a measure for 
disciplining itself, we will see con­ 
tinued excesses and abuses of the 
investigative process and a weak­ 
ening of public respect for the 
orderly processes of government. 
As a result of considerable pres­ 
sure both from within the Senate 
and 
from people all over the 
country, the Senate Rules Commit­ 
tee has now scheduled hearings on 
this resolution and other proposed 
measures. Having repeatedly urged 
such 
hearings, 
I 
am 
naturally 
gratified thai we will now get down 
to concrete work on the problem, 
t hope the m atter will not relit 
merely wifh holding hearing:;, but 
that we will be able to carry 
through and put into effect a sound 
and reasonable code of fair pro­ 
cedures. 
It is important to remember that 
’here are two distinct kinds of leg­ 
islative investigations, The 
first 
deals with matters relating to gov­ 
ernment policies and thc adminis­ 
tration of particular programs, and 
the testimony developed forms a 
basis for further legislation. The 
second is the investigation which 
serves to supplement the investi­ 
gative machinery in the Executive 
Branch and which should have as 
its aim the development of objec­ 
tive information on which to base 
legislation for strengthening our 
laws dealing with crime, corruption 
and threats to our national scour 
ity. In practice, this has frequently 
deteriorated from an objective in­ 
quiry into an inquisition iii which 
the rights of witnesses are totally 
disregarded and any semblance of 
due process of the law ha.s 
conspicuously absent. It is to cor­ 
rect these abuses of the investiga­ 
tive function of the Congress, ti* 
restore the purpose and value of 
this type of hearing, and to prevent 
unwarranted and unconstitutional 
attacks upon the authority and pre­ 
rogatives of the President and of 
the Executive Branch that such a 
code of fair procedure as we have 
proposed is so urgently needed. I 
will do my utmost to urge i*s a*

Leaders W ant to Avert 
Party-Splitting Fight 
Over Ike’s Program 


WASHINGTON <AP) — Republ­ 
ican House leaders cast about to­ 
day for an acceptable compromise 
to avert a party-splitting 
fight 
over the Eisenhower farm pro­ 
gram. 
As the House called up for de­ 
bate a bill to continue rigid high 
farm price supports another year, 
administration forces were claim­ 
ing victory but appeared willing 
to yield some ground to avoid a 
party schism in an election year. 
Speaker Martin (R-Mass.) ac­ 
knowledged 
to newsmen “there 
has been talk of a compromise, 
but it hasn’t reached the point 
where you can make a prediction.” 
No voting was likely today. 
The bill the Agriculture commit­ 
tee recommended to the House 
was stripped of the President’s 
program of flexible price sup­ 
ports. Such supports, the adm in­ 
istration argues, 
would tend to 
eliminate surpluses by lowering 
supports when production is high, 
and to stimulate production by in­ 
creasing them when stocks are 
low. 
Backed by farm state members 
of both parties, the House, bill 
would continue through 1955 the 
! present level of supports on basic 
j crops at 90 per cent of parity, 
! The 
administration 
plan 
would 
I vary the support level between 75 
and 90 per cent. 
While the bill embodies many 
other provisions, the major fight 
shaped up over the price prop is­ 
sue. 
House leaders were known to be 
considering one compromise which 
would retain 
the 
flexible 
sup­ 
port provisions of the Eisenhower 
program while fixing a floor be­ 
low which the support level could 
not drop. 
Certain to be an isue is the glut 
of surpluses now held by the gov­ 
ernm ent under the support pro- 
gram-a total exceeding GVfe bil­ 
lion dollars, and including more 
than a billion pounds of dairy 
products. 
While some city m embers com­ 
plained the government was stock­ 
piling surpluses were not exc essive 
on the basic crops-cotton, wheat, 
corn, rice, peanuts and tobacco. 
Chairman Hope (R-Kan.) of the 
House Agriculture Committee said 
the decline in farm prices already 
had amounted to 13 per cent in 
the last two years. More, he d e­ 
clared, would bankrupt farmers. 
“ While the bill brought out by 
the Agriculture Committee does 
not meet all the suggestions set 
forth in the President’s program, 
it does conform to the spirit of the 
recommendations of the President 
with respect to adiustibility, m od­ 
eration and greater farm er free­ 
dom in the operation of the farm 
program,” he said 
Ike Pleas Anew 
President 
Eisenhower 
pleaded 
anew today for congressional a p ­ 
proval of his flexible farm crop 
price support program. He said 
that terrible defects in the present 
system of rigid, 90 per cent sup­ 
ports on basic crops are damaging 
the farmers and the country. 
The rigid support system, Eisen­ 
hower told his news conference, is 
causing excess production of foods 
which already are. in such great 
surplus that the government has 
no place to store them. 
If he could think of any way to 
be more persuasive than he al­ 
ready has tried to be on this issue, 
Eisenhower added, he would re­ 
new urgently his plea for a re ­ 
vised farm program. But he said 
he had no plans for a last-minute 
appeal to the House.

Of Three Measures Which 
Will Come Before Legislature 


Albert M. Spradling Jr., of Cape 
Girardeau, state senator from the 
27th district, delivered the main ad­ 
dress at the annual Scott-New Mad- 
rid-Mississippi Electric Co-Opera­ 
tive meeting Tuesday at the A rm ­ 
ory and he discussed three mea­ 
s u re s which will come up before 
the next session of the general as­ 
sembly in 
Jefferson 
City. 
They 
are: a maximum speed law, our 
school problem, and a traveling 
mental health clinic. 
Below is the text of Spradling's 
speech: 
As State Senator of the 27th Dis­ 
trict of Missouri, I represent the 
three of the counties that are here 
today: Cape. Scott and Mississippi. 
In the general assembly, I have a 
vote that affects each and every 
one of you that is present here to­ 
day. This is a tremendous respons­ 
ibility. and one that I feel should be 
shared by you. In the next session 
of the general assembly there will 
be three measures to come before 
the legislatuue that is 
going to 
greatly affect your life, your fam ­ 
ily ’s life, and perhaps the future 
greatness of Missouri. 
The first of these is the growing 
death toll on our Highways. Last 
year 822 people were killed on our 
Missouri Highways and 11.234 were 
injured. This was a direct loss to 
the people of Missouri of millions 
of dollars. We are killing one per­ 
son every 11 hours in Missouri and 
injuring one person every 48 min- 
ii+e<? This is a greater death toll 
than from any disease prevalant 


in this county today. Incidentally, 
; of the 15,352 accidents, 82 per cent 
! of the automobiles had men d riv­ 
ers, 18 per cent women drivers. 
Now, are you willing to help do 
j something about this problem? 
Needs Cooperation 
Frankly, the Legislature needs 
the full cooperation of the people 
of the State. We feel that we must 
do something about the problem 
and the Crim inal Law 
Revision 
Committee of which I am chair­ 
man expects to present to the 68th 
General Assembly a two-fold pro­ 
gram in 1955 to stop death and 
injuries on our highways. H ere’s 
how: 
1. We will propose a 65 mile an 
hour speed law for automobiles 
during the daytime and a 55 mile 
per 
hour 
maximum 
at 
night. 
Trucks will have a 55 M P II lim it 
in the day and 50 M P II lim it at 
night. 
Now this will not really slow you 
up too much. It will slow t h e 
trucks just enough to let you pass

It will, we believe, reduce 
traffic fatalities at least 25 per cent 
the first year of its enactment.

With your help, there is another 
way we can cut down on motor 
vehicle deaths.

The Missouri State High­ 
way Patrol has recommended that 
we enact along with' a speed lim it 
law a compulsory vehicle inspec­ 
tion law. This would mean that at 
a State Inspection Station every 
car and truck in Missouri would 


Your head lights, tail lights, horn 
and brakes would be checked and 
if found defective, must be repair­ 
ed within a reasonable time. M any 
people have fought this legislation 
i saying it is the automobile people 
, wanting to sell parts and service, 
j Yet we find that the Highway P a ­ 
trol of Missouri recommends it and 
that in states where a sim ilar law 
has been enacted accidents have 
been cut down. 
This problem to me is a prob-; 
| lem to all of us. Unless something 
is done and done quickly we are 
going to continue to kill our citi­ 
zens at the rate of one every 11 
hours or more. 
The second problem facing those | 
of us in Southeast Missouri is that 
of our Public Schools. At the pres­ 
ent time we arc facing a crisis in 
our schools.

Traveling Clinics 
We propose that traveling clinics 
be sent to each of the counties 
of this state. This will include a 
trained 
psychiatrist,

gist and a psychiatric nurse. These 
people will form a team to go into 
the rural areas and treat those 
people having 
mental 
problems. 
They will begin a system in our 
schools of finding problem children 
and treating them, not at an in­ 
stitution, but in their home towns. 
They will go into our schools and 
teach our teachers how to get the 
students to got along with e a c h 
other; they will be able to council 
with the parents and children to 
provide the maximum happiness 
for the family.

Tiring of this project ^he sold out

So Ed rolled up his sleeves and 
went to work. First he moved the 
barn one-quarter mile from the 
house and put up two miles of 
woven wire fence.

found the m ature hens were in 70 
per cent production. It was hot that 
day, yet inside the building it ap­ 
peared comfortable. Ed had rigge d 
his water system so that tiny jets 
of water were sprayed on the m etal 
roof giving the hens a modern air 
conditioning system.

Steinbeck 
In his last novel, “ East of Eden,” 
John Steinbeck portrayed as evil 
a woman as has ever appeared in 
American fiction. His novel leaves 
the area of black night and old 
sin for the sunnier slopes of his 
earlier 
“Tortilla 
Flat,” 
to deal 
with the simple folk of California, 
motivated by the excellent drivers 
of simple survival and honest feel­ 
ing for those around them. Just as 
‘ East of 
Eden” 
suffered 
from 
having too much pure evil, hardly 
compensated for by the too pure 
rancher, so does this new novel 
suffer from too much goodness. 
The 
situation 
revolves 
around 
Doc, with his marine laboratory, 
collecting specimens for selling to 
colleges, and 
a crowd of plain 
people who have an extraordinary 
softness toward Doc because 
he 
has. befriended them all. 
There are the girls of a certain 
house called the Bear Flag, and 
especially one named Suzy. There 
are the men of the Palace Flop­ 
house, of no apparent occupation. 
There 
are the customers 
of a 
greasy restaurant called the Gold­ 
en 
Poppy. 
There is 
a swarthy 
character named Joseph and Mary. 
All these are involved by Stein­ 
beck in a touching but at times 
quite unbelievable story, culminat­ 
ing in the departure of Suzy and 
Doe together. 
The narrative is diverting, often 
lively, often amusing, occasionally 
relying too much on whisky known 
as Old Tennis Shoes. There is a 
fantasy about a party at the pal­ 
ace Flophouse in which a dim wit- 
ted character called Hazel is per­ 
suaded to appear 
as a 
Prince 
Charming, so named in his own 
words, in as unreal scene as. mod­ 
ern fiction has produced.

as Cupid, and it is altogether just 
too cute and contrived to convince. 
This is an interim story in the 
author’s career, written with a

good will among the humble. 
“THE ROYAL BOX,” BY Frances 
Parkinson Keyes. 
Frances Parkinson Keyes is one 
of the eountrys most popular story­ 
tellers. Like her “ Dinner at An­ 
toine’s” this new novel is an absorb­ 
ing unraveling of a mustery of a 
murder, this time of an American 
diplomat in a London theater. Its 
hero is an imperturbable Scotland 
Yard inspector who penetratingly 
unveils the secrets of 15 suspects.

Back Rubbers Give Good 
Horn Fly Control On Beef Cattle 
You’ll have less trouble from 
horn flies on beef cattle this sum ­ 
m er if you put a back rubber 
where the cattle normally loaf. 
County Agent, Tom B. Stroup, 
reports that farm ers using back 
rubbers are enthusiastic about the 
results obtained from them. Main 
advantages are the elimination of 
rounding up cattle to spray them 
and low cost horn fly control. 
To construct, a back rubber, set 
tw'o fence posts about 20 feet apart 
in a location where the cattle nor­ 
mally loaf. Then string a single 
strand of barbed wire loosely be­ 
tween tho two posts so that at the 
low point in tho center, tho wire 
is only about 18 inches above the 
ground. Then 
wrap three 
more 
strands of barbed wire around tho 
first wire so that you end up with 
a cable of twisted wire. 
After the wire is strung, wrap it 
with burlap sacks. Overlap t h e 
sacks and tie them about every 
four to six 
inches 
with 
binder 
twine. Soak the sacks with’ a 5 per 
cent DDT solution using either a 
DDT in oil solution or a home- 
mixed solution of one ouart of 25 
per cent cmulsifiable DDT concen­ 
trate in four quarts of fuel oil. 
After the 
sacks 
are thoroughly 
soaked, it will be necessary to re­ 
charge them about every two week 
Methoxvchlor 
is 
recommended 
for horn fly control on dairy cattle 
instead of DDT. 
Quality Egg Production 
Egg prices are down consider­ 
ably this year and there’s not much 
hope for improvement in the price 
of unclassified eggs in the near 
future. 
The price of graded eggs, how­ 
ever. 
will 
continue its seasonal 
trend upward as the summer prog­ 
resses. Hence, it’s important for 
poultrymen 
to 
locate 
a 
g r a d e d 
m arket for their eggs if they ex­ 
pect to show much profit from 
their poultry enterprise this year. 
By following a few' simple prac­ 
tices, many poultrymen are able to 
m arket 70 to 80 percent of their 
eggs as grade A. One of the most 
important of these practices 
is 
storing eggs in a cool, damp room. 
If the humiditv is high enough, 
an old-fashioned storm cellar is 
probably the best place on the 
farm to store eggs. Larger pro­ 
ducers may want to consider in­ 
stalling a refrigerated egg room 
where both tem oerature and hu­ 
midity can be controlled. 
Other essential practices in pro­ 
ducing quality eggs include: 
(1) gathering eggs at least three 
times daily 
in w-ire baskets, 
<2 > 
cooling the eggs quieklv through 
the use of a wind-tunnel egg cooler 
or sand box cooler, (3) packing 
the eggs the following morning in 
pro-cooled cases. (4) packing egg* 
with tho big end up. (5) market­ 
ing eggs once or twice weekly, 
(6) producing infertile eggs bv get­ 
ting rid of roosters, (7) feeding a 
balanot'd ration and (8) providing 
ample nesting space and lots of 
clean nesting material. 
You can pick up a bulletin on 
producing quality eggs from the 
County Extension Office. Plans for 
making a wind-tunnel egg cooler 
and refrigerated egg room are also 
available.

New Veterinarian 


Dr. Bernard M. Baker who re ­ 
cently received his degree as Doc­ 
tor of Veterinary Medicine from 
the University of Missouri, Col­ 
lege, of Agriculture, has moved his 
family to East Prairie, and has 
established his practice there. 
Dr. Baker, 29, is a native of 
the East Prairie community. He is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Silas 
Baker, and completed his High 
school work in 1943 at East P ra ir­ 
ie. At the University he received 
his Bachelor of Science degree, 
and later his Doctorate in Veterin­ 
ary Medicine. He is married and 
has a 4-year-old son Michael. 
Dr. Baker moved into the build­ 
ing on East Washington Drive that 
was formerly occupied 
by 
the 
Church of Christ. The building 
has been remodeled to contain of­ 
fice nad animal treatm ent rooms 
in one part of the building and 
living quarters for the family in 
the remainder. Dr. Baker plans to 
install kennels, pens and runs for 
small animals in the near future. 


By the time this article appears 
in the newspapers of Southeast 
Missouri the House will have pass­ 
ed “The Agricultural Act of 1954“ 
generally referred to as the Farm 
Bill, with which the House Com­ 
mittee on 
Agriculture 
has 
con­ 
cerned itself for lo these many 
months. The bill was reported fa­ 
vorably from the Committee F ri­ 
day by a vote of 26-2. 
The main effect of the bill is 
to extend for only one year the 90 
per cent price support program, 
though it makes other proposed 
changes in the law such as au­ 
thorizing a referendum vote by pro­ 
ducers on a “two price” system 
for wheat; complies with the rec­ 
ommendation of the Secretary of 
Agriculture in providing for “set- 
asides” of the products of some 
basic commioditics; authorizes the 
President to reduce the surpluses 
through various types of programs; 
makes two small changes in the 
present cotton law; tightens up the 
peanut program: approves the pro­ 
gram for wool recommended by the 
administration which has already 
been passed by the Senate provid­ 
ing a direct subsidy to wool pro­ 
ducers to be paid for out of ta r­ 
iffs on imported wool; would raise 
supports of dairy products to 80 
per cent of parity in September 
and would authorize the use 
of 
direct payments in supporting milk, 
and would also make available to 
the Veterans Administration 
and 
the Armed Services surplus dairy 
products; brings corn program in 


line with present practices by re­ 
pealing marketing quotas; author­ 
izes the Secretary to make a study 
of the two-price system as it would 
apply to rice: coordinates the ACP 
program with the diverted acres 
program; authorizes more author­ 
ity for our agricultural attaches in 
foreign countries; and makes other 
minor changes in the law. 
The Senate Committee has also 
approved by a vote of 8-7 a one- 
year extension of the 90 per cent 
price support program, and it ap­ 
pears that both the Senate and the 
House have a fair chance of pass­ 
ing the bills aproved by their re­ 
spective committees. Despite the 
fact that Secretary Benson joined 
by Vice-President Nixon and other 
members of the Administration ap­ 
pear to be turning all their big 
guns against the proposed bill it 
is still my opinion (as of Saturday 
morning. June 26) that the bill will 
be passed much as it has been 
reported and that the President 
will sign the bill. I make this last 
prediction in view of a statement 
made by one of the four ranking 
members of the House Committee 
on Agriculture who had breakfast 
with the President several days 
ago when this bill was discussed, 
who said after the bill had been 
reported: “There is nothing in this 
bill which would cause me to pre­ 
dict that the President would veto 
this bill.” 
Some persons will naturally be 
confused over what is in this bill 
since the Committee on the last 
day of consideration reversed some 
of its earlier actions. Most people i 
will be less confused if they wait 
until the bill is finally passed be­ 
fore trying to figure out what will 
happen to their individual opera­ 
tions. Actually, the approval by 
Congress of this proposed legisla­ 
tion will have far less effect than 
the new interpretations which have 
been placed on the present law by 
Secretary Benson during the past 
week. 


The House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs has recommended an au­ 
thorization for the $3.5 billion for­ 
eign aid requested by President 
Eisenhower, after defeating 16-5 a 
motion by Rep. Harrison (D-Va.)

This authorization 
bill was to have been voted on in 
the House on June 29. Of course 
this will be one 1955 Appropriation 
bill which will not have cleared 
both houses by July 1; in fact 
the Senate has yet to approve the 
Foreign Aid program.

The question of the proper func­ 
tion of Congressional investigating 
com m ittees and the protection of 
witnesses called before these com ­ 
m ittees has been a m atter of g reat 
concern to m ost thoughtful m e m ­ 
bers of the Congress for a long 
time. 
Notwithstanding the grave 
reservations 
which 
have 
arisen 
tim e and again over the years, mo 
really sound procedures have been 
adopted by the Congress. 
Because I feel so strongly th a t 
such a code of procedure is es­ 
sential to assure the effectiveness 
of legislative investigations and to 
protect the rights of individuals, I 
have sponsored a num ber of pro­ 
posals to this end. Senate resolu­ 
tion 
256, 
which 
I 
introduced 
a 
month ago together with 18 other 
Senators, combines, in m y judg­ 
ment. 
the 
best 
features of our 
several earlier proposals and in­ 
cludes, in addition, a strong en­ 
forcem ent section. Unless the Sen­ 
ate approves such a m easu re for 
disciplining itself, we will see con­ 
tinued excesses and abuses of the 
investigative process and a w eak­ 
ening of public respect for the 
orderly processes of governm ent. 
As a result of considerable pres­ 
sure both from within the Senate 
and 
from 
people 
all 
over 
the 
country, the Senate Rules Com m it­ 
tee has now scheduled hearings on 
this resolution and other proposed 
m easures. Having repeatedly urged 
such 
hearings, 
1 
am 
naturally 
gratified thaf we will n«iw gef down 
t«j concrete work on th«' problem . 
I hope th«3 m a tte r will not rest 
m erely with holding hearings, but 
that we 
will 
be 
able 
to c a rry 
through and put into effect a sound 
and reasonable code of fair pro­ 
cedures. 
It is im portant to rem e m b er that 
’here are tw*o distinct kinds or leg­ 
islative 
investigations, 
The 
first 
deals with m atters relating to gov­ 
ernm ent policies and the adm inis­ 
tration of particular program s, and 
the testim ony developed form s a 
basis for further legislation. The 
second is the investigation which 
serves to supplem ent the investi­ 
gative m achinery in the Executive 
Branch and which should have as 
its aim the developm ent of objec­ 
tive information on which to base 
legislation 
for strengthening 
our 
laws dealing w ith crim e, corruption 
and th reats to our national secur 
ity. In practice, this has frequently 
deteriorated from an objective in­ 
quiry into an inquisition in which 
♦ lif* rights «if witnesses an* totalh 
disregarded and any s«'mblance of 
due process of the law has been 
conspicuously absent. It is to cor 
rect these abuses of the investiga­ 
tive function of the Congress. t«i 
restore the purpose and value of 
this type of hearing, and to prevent 
unw arranted 
and unconstitutional 
attacks upon the authority and p re­ 
rogatives oi the President and of 
the Executive Branch that such a 
code of fair procedure as we have 
proposed is so urgently needed
